Bevens, a printer, aged 70 years, died 
last night from the shock following the 
am putation of a leg. 
Bevens came here 
in '40, and was engaged at the case up to 
nine years ago, w^eu he settled down to 
country life. 
Ex-Judge Gordon N . M ott died at the 
residence of his son, Jo h n H. M ott, in 
this city, yesterday, at the aga of 75 
years. 
He had been confined to bis bed 
for more than a year in consequence of 
injuries reoeived from a runaway team. 
M ott also was a pioneer, having ar­ 
rived here in ’40. 
Deceased was elected 
County Judge of S utter in 1885, and 
when the tenth judicial district was 
formed was appointed Judge of the new 
court, and in 1806 he was appointed by 
President Liucoln as District Justice of 
Nevada Territory. 
Three years later he 
was elected to th e lower House of Con­ 
gress a a d served one term ., M ott was 
the principal second and advisor of 
Hon. Stephen J . Field iu tho latter’* 
duel w ith Judge \V. T . Barbour in 1873.

fornia, and growers fear the prices will 
be foroed so low th at it will be less loss 
to allow fruit to rot on tho trees than to 
gather it. 
If tho lourth Rection of the 
Interstate bill is not ultim ately sus 
pended it will be more disaatroui to 
California than any o ther Stato in the

S an F rancisco, April 23.—Gnc of the 
most audacious, do.*penile and success- 
full train robberies ever recorded occur- 
recLyeaterdny on the west-bounil over­ 
land train on the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road, near Tucson. 
A special dispatch 
to the Evening Bulletin this afternoon 
from Tncsou gives th e details of the 
affair as follows: The 
western-bound 
express, due here at 10:30 lost evening, 
was stopped and robbed at Papago sta 
tion, eighteen miles east of here, about 
9:30 o’clock last evening!. 
The number 
óf m su engaged in the robbery is vari­ 
ously estimated at from five to eight. 
Colouel Harper, the engineer, when ap­ 
proaching the I’apago side station was 
signalled by a red lantern to stop. 
He 
slowed down and as lie approached the 
light he noticed obstructions on tfre 
track. 
Immediately 
on 
stopping a 
dozen 
or 
more 
shots were 
tired 
into the express car and a man with 
a pistol in eaoli hand boarded thu loco­ 
motive and commanded 
H jrper 
fo 
get down. ¡The other robbers had in 
the meantime beeu tryiug to opcu the 
express car. 
Failing to get it open they 
pi iced a stick of giant powder under it 
and compelled H irp e rto light the fuse 
attached. 
This he was obliged to do, 
but to avoid being blown up the messen­ 
ger opened the oar and the cobbers took 
po*8osbion after extinguishing the fuse. 
They then took charge of the oar, 
uncoupled 
the 
eugiuo, baggige and 
express car from tlio rem ainder of the 
train and m ule Harper get ou tbe engine 
and pull two lengths ahead. This being 
done H arper was again put off, and the 
robbers took charge of tb e engine and 
pulled six milei beyond Tucson. 
Here 
they killed th e engine and left it. 
Daring 
the 
run 
the 
robbers went 
through the mail and express cars but 
did not get more than $5000. 
They got 
two packages of railroad nion:y—one of 
$1210 and one of $500, and they also 
took two packages of postage stamps 
going to theTostoffice at San Fraucisco. 
I t is reported that th e Express Messen­ 
ger threw $35,000 in gold iuto the atove 
and so saved it from the robbers. N oth­ 
ing was known here of the affair until 
past midnight, when a telegram was re­ 
ceived from Pantano, the brakemnn hav­ 
ing walked back eight miles to that 
place. 
A special was asnt down and the 
train brooght ih at 0 this morning. None 
of the passengers were molested. 
Some 
of the passengers knew nothing of the 
trouble until after their arrival here. 
U nder Sheriff Shibel was oarly at tbe 
scene of trouble but could diioover noth­ 
ing that would lead to the identity of 
the robbers. 
Ten trailers under Deputy 
Sheriff M. S. Shaw have left for the 
scene of the trouble, The robbers are 
believed to be discharged railroad em­ 
plo y e. Although they compelled En­ 
gineer Harper to show them how to 
handle the locomotive, it Is believed by 
their actions in handling th e train that 
they were perfectly familiar with such 
work, 
A LATER ACCOUNT. 
S an F rancisco, April 2 3 .—Immedi­ 
ately upon receipt of the news at the 
offioe ef I lie Southern Pacific Company 
in I his city, A N . Towne, General Man­ 
ager, issued the following circular, with 
orders to tbe company’s agents to post 
it in a conspicuous place: “ The moil and 
express cars, on our west-bound exproas 
traiu, when it a p rin t seventeen miles 
east of Tucson, A. T ., at 10 o’clock last 
night, were stopped and robbed by four 
or five men. The Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany hereby offers a reward of $1000 for 
the arreat and conviction of the robbers, 
which is in addition to the reward offered 
by Wells, Fargo & Co’s express. 
In 
addition to this we uuder*tand th at the 
U nited States Postoflice Department has 
a standing r.w ard of $200 for each arreat 
aud conviction of persons engaged in rob­ 
bing tho mails." 
From inidrm alhn re­ 
ceived by him General M anager Towce 
said this forenoon in reference to the 
affair: “ There were live shots fired from 
the bank by tbe robbers Into the express 
car after the train had been brought fo 
a stop. ’ The robbers bad placed ties on 
the track, and a red signal was waived 
to stop. 
W hen the train come to a 
standstill, the engineer and fireman were 
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ordered to get utr 
the engine, whioh 
they did. 
Then they were each giren a 
stick of giant powder and told that they 
m ast compel the mail agents and express 
messenger to open the oar or the robbers 
would with revolvers compel them to 
light the dynamito 
to 
destroy 
tbe 
Under their threats the express 
messenger 
and 
mail 
agents aban­ 
doned their cars. 
The robbers Ahen 
uncoupled tho locomotive, expresa and 
mail oars from tho train and got on the 
engine and ran down tbe track two 
miles. There they stopped ana took all 
the money they could find. 
The money 
obtained from Wells, Fargo k Co. w ta 
about 15000. 
No pssaeoger was n o ­ 
ta te d . 
The robbers did not enter the 
passenger oars. 
W hen the robbers went 
away on the locomotive, whioh they ap­ 
peared to be able to run, they left the 
eugineer and tirosian standing beside 
the track. 
The engineer and fireman 
followed the course taken and took the 
locomotive and care back to th e train 
and proceeded westward. 
N o o D wai 
injured »ud h« bail oot yet heerd ee to 
w hether the mail was rifled. 
Additional fools were received con­ 
cerning the robbery in dispatches to 
Wells 
Fargo k Co. These were that 
the train was held up three miles 
east 
of 
Pa pago 
in the cut. 
The 
mail 
was 
robbed an well as the 
express. 
No one wss injured by the 
shooting. 
When th e news was carried 
book to Pantano ooncorning the robbery, 
U nited States Marshal Mead and a dep­ 
uty and two deputy sheriffs and two 
others started after tbe train. 
The loco­ 
motive and cars were found at a whistling 
post about a mile west of Papago. 
The 
engine was dead, the headlight put out, 
aud ihe air-brakes on. 
There was no 
trace of tho robbers. 
The Marshal sent 
for 
troops 
to 
Fort Lowell, 
and 
thirty-five soldier* left there at 5 o’clock 
this morning to scour the country. 
Offi­ 
cer Harris wss expected to arrivo soon, 
and another party, with Indian trailers, 
woa 
lexpected 
from 
Y nma 
to 
hunt for the robbers. Col. W ilder, 8u- 
perleteodent of the mail service, said 
this 
afternoon 
th at 
he had 
jast 
received 
a dispatch from Mr. True, 
mail agent on 
th e 
route between 


Los Angeles and Demiog concerning the 
rubbery. 
The meil and express ngeuts 
were given ju st one and one-half min­ 
utes to get out, uuder threats of being 
blown up with five hundred pounds of 
uyuamite, and they at once got out. Tbe 
< xpress messenger saved $5000 from the 
robbers by hastily hiding it. The ex­ 
tent of the mail robbiry Col. W ilderdid 
not know. 
Mr. T rne had telegraphed 
that he would send particulars from Los 
Angeles. The express was running light 
on this trip. 
W ith tbe rewards offered 
by the railroad company, Wells, Fargo 
& Co., and with the standing offer of the 
Postoffice D epartm ent, it will profit 
whoever may be th a osptor of the rob 
bers—$2200 for each capture. 
DKHCRfVTION O f T H E ROM HERS. 
B enson, A. T., April 28 —From de­ 
scriptions given by angineer Harper, 
the leader of the train robbers appeared 
to be a tall and slim m an; he wore a linen 
duster and was w ithout a mask; bad ou 
a white bat with a flu all brim. 
Tbe 
other three were described ns follows: 
One wo* five feet ten npd wore a black 
mask, he weighed ab aat 150 pounds; 
one w h s about fifty five years old and 
wore a ctp mask; the fourth was five 
feet eight inches high and heavy set.

Tho robbed train on the Southern Pa­ 
cific, a full account of which misfortune 
appears in the telegraphic column*, ar­ 
rive! at 12:35 this morning. 
A H era ld 
reporter was at th e depot to meet the 
inc uuing train and sympathize with tho 
robbed or congratulate tbe heroes. 
C. 
F. Smith, Wells, Furgo A Co.’s messen­ 
ger, was found in his car iu d on account 
of inherited modesty wgs not inclined 
to talk muoh about the fcart he took in 
the affair. 
H e said when about teu 
miles from Papago station the train 
came to a sudden stop, u d he thought 
something was wrong. 
He closed his 
car door and opsotng the safe began 
throwing money packages into the atove 
which was forluaately devoid of tire. 
He had not been engaged iu this work 
but a few moments when pis'ol bullets 
begin whizzing through the oar; and he 
lay down under his work bench or table 
In a short 
time 
the firing ceased 
and the robbers demanded an entrance 
he refused at first but the engineer, 
Harper, and the fireman called oat to 
him that if the door was not opened 
they would be killed. 
They also said 
that giant powder cartridges were placed 
on the Car platforms and in a short time 
the whole business would be blown into 
eternity. 
Sm ith tbeu opened the door 
and was immediately covered by the 
revolvers of the robbers and ordered to 
throw up his hands. 
H e did so, and 
tbe robbers entering tha car took his 
keys and told him to walk back to the 
passopger car. 
This he did in company 
with tbe engineer, fireman and mail 
agent. Tue engine then pulled ont with 
thu mail and express ears and left the 
passenger coaches stranded ou the desert 
In a short tim e the three officials and 
M r. Smith started out otf !opt, and about 
seven miles westward found the engine 
“ killed’’ and the cars rifled. Mr. Smi h 
does not know exactly how rauoli money 
was takeD, as a gaent many packages 
were left at Tucson. 
I t is certain that 
Smith saved a great portion of the funds 
in the car by his strategy of shoving the 
precious packages in the stove. 
Ue is a 
cool, determined-looking fellow, 
and 
whilst he 
is 
not 
much 
disposed 
talk 
of 
the 
affair, 
it 
is 
asserted by some of hia companions 
th at he 
had 
u six-shooter in 
his 
band aud was only induced to opua the 
door by the appeals of the engineer, 
whom the robbers threatened to kill if 
it was not opened. 
Smith ia a hero of 
the first water, and no doubt his bravery 
will be highly appreciated by the express 
company. 
TUE MAIL AGENT. 
Everybody knows Cy True, and there 
ia no more popular little official iu the 
mail service than he. 
Cy is a strong 
Democrat, and is one of the few earnest 
workers whose service a have been appre­ 
ciated by the administration. 
He was 
appointed a mail agent by Cleveland, 
b ut he had no idea that bo was going 
into a position which required a in*ff to 
be always armed and ready for the 
fray. 
Cy says that when the train 
was stopped he looked out and saw a 
red light and some obstructitns on the 
traok. 
He was goiug to glance further 
down the track, when, happening to 
look around, he found himself gazing 
down the barrel of a Winchester rifte, 
held in unpleasant proximity to his head. 
This fixed his gaze, and when a voice at 
the other end of the gun reqnesUd him 
to elevate his hands, be did so w ithoat a 
murmur.

He bad heard vague stories th at Direct­ 
ors G ould, Dillou and Ames had so con­ 
ducted affairs th at they were in debt to 
the company. 
Adams hod investigated 
this charge, bnt he was not perm itted to 
state his conclusions. 
Adams exam­ 
ined th e affairs of the Denver and 
South 
Park, 
which 
1raa 
bail! 
by Governor 
Evans 
of 
Colorado. 
Governor Evans has bad no conmction 
with the Union Pacifio, and did not 
know w hether the construction books 
hud been transferred to the Union Pa­ 
cifio. 
AdamB had heard who made the 
bargaiu which 
transferred Governor 
Evans' road to the Union Pacifio, but 
did not know wbo it was. 
Evans’ road 
was built to satisfy a famous mining 
boom, and it carried men and tools to 
tbe spot where boles had been dug in 
the ground and called “ mines." 
When 
the boom collapsed, as every one knows 
it did, said Adams, the road collapsed, 
I', has lost money every year since. The 
net loss in operating that road last year 
was $60,000. 
Tho ups aud downs in 
Colorado are such tbat I do uot think 
the future of this branch is hopeless if 
they strike a good mine or a new mining 
oouutry aud was ungrateful if it did not 
go into their schemes, and then de­ 
nounced the road for its recklessness 
when one of them failed. 
Adams did 
not know of an instai oe where a direct­ 
or, officer or employé of tbe Union P a­ 
cifio had any iuterest in aoy contract 
with the Union Pacifio. 
The last divi­ 
dend of the road was declared March, 
1S84. The net earnings of tbe road for 
the p ist three years bad been devoted 


to im pr o v in g pr o pe r t y. 
The floating debt touobed its highest 
July 1, 1884. 
It was then $78.000,000. 
Mr. Adams had vouohers for all ex­ 
penses, and thought tbe office would 
stand a great deal of investigation on 
that score. 
There was no inclination to 
legislate against tLe Union Pacifio by 
State Legislatures aud their tax was 
enormous, being $1,100,000 per year. 
EFFECT OF SMALL IIRANl'U LIS EM. 
Adim s could not tell tbe first cost of 
the Union Pacifio. 
He did not know 
anything of tbe affairs of the road until 
1830. 
He held th at there m ust be a 
time when he had tak< n the road and 
accepted it as an accomplished fact, and 
that period was fixed a t 1830. 
He had 
rather avoided it prior to that time, as 
the road was built iu the most extrava­ 
gant manner possible. 
The branch sys­ 
tem of the Umou Pacific bad been elab­ 
orated at an enormous expense, and 
every dollar of that money might just 
as well have been p iid into the pockets 
of tbe 
stockholders 
in 
dividends. 
Branches of the road were paying, so it 
would seem, for whilst they macie the 
deficits, it was a fact th at they fed the 
maiu line with the business on which 
large profits were made. 
Adams had 
calculated that the Union Pacific was re* 
ceiviug about $5,000,000 from its branch 
system. 
The company bad goue into 
oatsi.le enterprises, not always success­ 
ful. 
The road was driven into schemes 
to develop tbisoounlry without industry, 
by press und people. They clamored and 
cried th at the road was not enterprising.

The examination of Dr. Hamilton 
Griffio, who was charged w ith obtaining 
money by false pretenses by W . J . 
Church, was commenced yesterday after, 
noon before Justice Austin.

Chadwick had put in an application for 
the place and was willing to take $300 
in stock but if be wunld p ut up $300 he 
w^ould get the position. 
Church then 
deposited to tbe account of the Dry 
Sparkling Champagne Company $,'100 in 
the Los Angeles County Bank, 
A few 
days passed and Churob became anxious 
to go to work and told Dr. Griffin so, but 
was put off from time to time, Dr. 
Grifliu statiDg th at the engine had not 
come. 
Then Dr. Griflin told witness 
that 8*20,000 worth of shares had been 
subscribed, and showed him names of 
prominent inen, who witness knew by 
reputation to he solid business men 
Gr ffiu also told him th at he bad bought 
a lot to do business on, but witness 
could not liad the place of business. 
Two days ago witness told Dr. Grifliu 
th at be would pull out, and wanted his 
money, but was told th at the Board of 
Directors would meet in two weeks, and 
then he would get his money. 
Ho far, 
he had never got anything for his 
money, nor any stook nor wages. 
J. F. Chadwick testified th at he was 
formerly the Treasurer of 
th s D.y 
Sparkling Champagne Company, but he 
bad withdrawn, beoauae his ideas on 
business m atters did not coincide with 
those of Dr. Griffin. 
He was only 
Treasurer for one week, b at had never 
received any money for th e Company 
daring th at lime. 
He had paid $100 of 
his own meuey tow ard the debts of the 
concern. 
Dr. I. K. Cohn testified that he had 
been appointed analyst for the Com­ 
pany, and was to be paid $50 per 
month, $25 in cash and $25 in stock, 
but as 
he had not done 
anything 
io earn the money lie did not consider 
himself entitled to anything. 
He 1)8(1 
never been a shareholder nor had he 
owned any stock. 
Calvin Kdgerton testified that bis con­ 
nection w ith tbe company ceased on the 
1st of April. 
He was to receive $50 
month oe attorney for th e company, $25 
in money and $25 in Etcck. 
He had re­ 
ceived $25 for one m onth’s work, which 
was paid to him by Dr. Griflin. 
He had 
withdrawn from the company because it 
was not being conducted in a legal man­ 
lier.
